Other characteristics that should 
not be ov erlooked are, suscep tabil- 
it> of p lants to disease and insects, 
heat, cold and drought.

birds? Does it flower? If 
it flower at the time you desire it^ 
How long does it remain in bloom .

going v ery 
far 
drawing a p lan one must consider 
w hether he wishes to hav e a forn^l 
or an informal garden.
